Your committee makes the following report: 

Building and Permits 

Any person desiring a building permit shall first 
submit a plan of the building to be erected, stating 
location, size and material to be used, and for what 
purpose the building is to be used. 

No building shall be built nearer than 50 feet from 
the center of the traveled roadway, without public 
hearing on the same. | 

No dwelling house less than 400 feet from the high- 
way which is valued less than $1,000.00 exclusive of 
cellar, shall be permitted. 

No building shall be erected less than 400 feet from 
the highway without first obtaining a building permit. 

Chimneys shall be erected with proper linings. 

Electric wiring and plumbing shall comply with the 
state laws. 3 

No loam shall be stripped from land to leave loss 
than six inches of loam. 

No sand banks shall be opened less than 25 feet 
from the highway. 

This Board of Zoning and Building shall be 
appointed by the Selectmen of Pelham, in compliance 
with Chapter 58, Section 4 of the Revised Laws. Also — 
see Page 218, Chapter 4. 

The fee for the issuance of a building permit shall 
- be $1.00, the said permit shall have a signed statement 
that the fee is paid under the permit itself, by the 
person authorized to issue the permit.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Pelham, New Hampshire 


February 17, 1947 
To the School Board and Citizens of the School District 
of Pelham: 


I submit to you my first report as superintendent of 
your schools. 

The schools have operated in the usual fashion. It 
was fortunate for us that Mrs. Ruth Richardson, an 
experienced teacher, became available to take the Gage 
Hill School when Miss Jezak asked to be released late 
in August. The earnestness of our teachers in lead- 
ing their pupils on the path of learning is to be com- 
mended. Certainly we must show appreciation by 
offering payments in keeping with the professional 
nature of the service rendered. 

The problem of adequate housing for our schools is 
still with us. The present plan has worked smoothly. 
Yet the lack of water at each school site is unfavor- 
able. Inadequate janitor service places a further 
burden upon the teacher: A fine step forward was 
taken in having a new teaching system installed at the 
Junior High building. This has proved to be efficient 
and economical. Since this plant can carry some 
added load and is capable of expansion, there would be 
no loss if a changed building program were to be 
adopted. Probably we should look toward a consoli- 
dated school as our best solution of the housing 
problem. , 

I would like you to know that the teachers have been 
responsive to my suggestions; that understandings 
have been possible when I could confer with parents; 
and that I am grateful to the members of the School] 
Board for their full acceptance of responsibility for 
the welfare of the children. ~The co-operation ‘of all 
makes possible the development of the children into 
useful citizens.
